the chief Nobility of this Court. Their Catholic 
Majefties are expected back from the Pardo on the 17th 
Inftant, and, according to Cuftom, will pafs the reft of 
Lent in the Retiro; from whence they propofe to fet 
out for Aranjuez on the gth of next Month; where 
Preparations are already making for a Camp of neat 
s00o Horfe and Dragoons, which his Catholick 
Majefty is to review about the End of May. The 
Duke of Bournonville has been appointed Commander 
in Chief of this Body of Troops, in Quality of Captain 
General, and the two Lieutenant Generais under him 
are tobe the Marquis de Bedmar, and the Marquis de 
Monreal. This being her Britannick Majefty’s Birth- 
day, Mr. Keene, the Britith Plenipotentiary, gave up- 
on this Oceafion a fplendid Entertainment to his Ex- 
cellency Seignior Patinho, all the foreign Miniflers, the 
great Officers of State, feveral Grandees,; and other 
Perfons of Diftinction. 

Hague, March 16. O.S. We are very well affured 
from London, that Sir Thomas Fitzgerald, who 
has the Care of the Affairs of Spain there in the 
Abfence of the Count de Montijo, declard ‘to his 
Britannick Majefty, that the Catholick King, out 
pure Regard to his Majefty’s Invitation, had determin’d 
to ufe his utmoft for pronioting a General Peace, and 
that he had therefore acceded to the Preliminaries 
agreed oh at Vienna. We dre moreover aflured, that 
the Chevalier Offorio, the Sardinian Envoy at London, 
exprefied himfelf in much the fame Terms, when be 
declared the Acceffion of the King his Mafter; and 
if the Marquis de St. Gilles ufes the fame Style, as no 
doubs he will, when he gives Notice to the States of 
the Acceflion of the King his Matter, it wi'l be a ftrong 
Confirmation, that the amicable Councils of the Ma- 
ritime Powers have had the greatcft Influence on the 
Refolutions of their Catholick and Sardinian Majefties. 
Nothing however is more certain, than that the Mi- 
nifters of England and Holland are more eileemed than 
cver in Spain, and that they are often called to afi at 
the Deliberations of that Court. 

They write from Gotha, that great Preparations are 
making there for the Reception of the Ambaflador Ex- 
traordinary expected from London ; that the Garifon 
which is augmented to 4060 Men, are to be new 
cloath’d, and that the Burghers are to appear in Armes 
to honour the Ambaffador’s publick Entry. The Lord 
de la War arrived here from London la(t Saturday Nights 
having larided in the Morning :t Helveo fluys, and fet 
out Yelterday for Utrecht in his Way to Gotha.
